Kvery little while we are asked to sign I petition to 
the governor for the pardon of some |>erson in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Of course we alt feel like doing anybody who comes 
along a favor. We desire to please the person who 
brings the petition and we feel pity for the unfortunate 
man or woman who is in jail. 

But have we any right to forget the unfortunate people 
who suffered through the crime of that person who is now 

in jam 

Responsible officials who have gathered up the facts 
as they really are tell us that we have more crime in 
America than any other civilized country, and that fewer 
of those who commit crime in this country are ever landed 
in the penitentiary. 

In the news columns this week we learn that in Italy 4 
people a year are murdered out of every 100,000 of the 
population; in America 6 people are murdered out of every 
100,000; in London last year I |«J people were murder- 
ed out of over 100,000; in New York 7 out of 100,000. 

The petition which might properly go to the governor 
would 1 »■ about like this: 

" Inasmuch as we are suffering from an excess of crime, 
murder and robbery, 

And inasmuch as our government is arranged on the 
principle that it is better that ninety-nine criminals es- 
cape than that one innocent person suffer, 

And inasmuch as the defects of the law and the 
tricks of lawyers make it extremely difficult to convict a 
criminal, 

We therefore petition you that such few criminals as 
are, at great pains and expense, actually convicted and 
brought to punishment shall not be pardoned and turn-

know. It has long boon the custom 
in many places for men to take a 
good si iff dram before undertaking 
to do certain kinds of work that ro- 
.piii i's unusual si l ength or endur- 
ance. If a workman goes out on a 
eld morning to chop a load of wood 
his axo seems a little keener if he 
has a "swig" just after breakfast. 
If a teamster goes out for a long 
drive 111 the cold ho believes that 
the cold will be less severe and the 
will pull better if he can get a 
from his bottle before start- 
ing and can reinforce the effect by 
a few more lasles after ho is on his 
way. No doubt many of 
acpiainle.l with good men 
hove and practice this. You must 
not Mature them for doing it, be- 
rause Ihey believe in the efficacy of 
their remody just as thousands of 
others have long believed 111 it. 

Hut you must not believe a thing 
is true because a great many people 
who have never studied il carefully 
say it is true. I am going to say 
frankly that alcohol does not make 
a man stronger, does not make him 
endure cold better, does not enable 
Ii 1 lit to have more endurance for dif- 
ficult tasks. Tho exact opposite of 
this widespread opinion is true. It 
weakens both his mind and his body, 
makes him less able lo endure hard- 
ships and greatly lowers his eftlci- i 
ency for performing his daily tasks. | 
Now hundreds of people may tell 
you that I am wrong, but they will 

gather tl • opinions from other 

hundreds who have not put this 
thing to the actual lest; I go to th» 
experimental laboratory for my an- 
swer because the laboratory is the 
place where correct answers are al- 
ways reached There studies are 
made by men who have every de- 
vice al baud for arriving at correct! 
conclusions and who will bo promp- 
tly called to task by then fellow , 
scientists if their conclusions are | 
wrong. 

II has been shown that one glass 
.1 li.. r a day will lower the effi- 
ciency of tho drinker as much aa 
m per cent on the sumo day; that 

lliree ^l.iss.'s daily l"i twelve days 
will lower his efficiency from 25 to 
in per cent. If he is doing mathe- 
matical work where a clear mind is 
needed. Ihe loss of efficiency is of- 
ten greater than id per cent. 

I'he man who drinks cannot 
inemollie a piece of poetry or a 

eolui f figures as quickly as the 

of equally strong memory who 
not drink. A certain professor 
..f li.e.'k undertook to HlHrlll ^ 
lines 0f the 



before breakfast for ten successive 
days. He used no alcohol during 
this lest. Ho discovered that it re- 
quired an average lime of 18 minu- 
tes and two seconds to memorize the 
l'!> linos. Then he took a drink of 
alcohol before breakfast each morn- 
ing for 8 days and continued to 
memorize the 25 linos as usual. He 
tuned himself again and discovered 
that it required an average time of 
J(t minutes and 48 seconds to do 
what ho had previously done in lit- 
tle more than half that time. 

The man who drinks cannot con- 
centrate his mind so well as the 
man who does not drink. Neither 
ran the drinker be as trustworthy 
where human life or valuable pro- 
perty is at stake as the man who 
keeps sober. No railroad company 
will allow an engineer who drinks 
to drive an engine that draws a 
Pullman train, nor will the company 
employ a drinking man 'to stand 111 
Ihe signal station and pull the levers 
that shift switches and give right . ' 
way to the trains.

I ulled Slates will not employ a 
man for any kind of important ser- 
vice if he drinks. They have learned 
hy long and costly experience that 
men who use alcohol even in small 
quantities arc less trustworthy both 
in mind and body than the men who 
aro abstainers.

The slate board of Health reports 
I hat tho birth and death returns for 
1912 aro much more satisfactory in 
number and quality than in 1911. 

The total number of births report- 
ed for 1912 is 02,181. being 1,452 more 
than in 1911. Based upon each 100,- 
000 population the birth rate for 1911 
was 2tt.32 and for 1912 28.78. 

There were 29,955 deaths in 1912. 
Of these 5,162 wore of infants under 
one year of age; 2.344 were of chil- 
dren agod one to four years, and 
7,3 10 were of persons aged 65 years 
and over. This gives a death rate 
of 12.9 per thousand. 

There is a decrease in all prevent- 
able diseases, there being 529 fewer 
deaths from tuberculosis and 297 less 
from typhoid fever than last year.

A Good Way to Car* for Sorghum 

Robarl Hush, of Waco, Ky., has an 
excellent method for keeping his 
sorghum for spring feed. He has 
found out that it loses much of its 
feed xalue if left standing in thi> 
Hold until spring Also that it does 
not keep well if stored in the barn. 
So he hauls it out of the Held 111 No- 
vember or Perrmlier before the 
ground gets soft and sad it in very 
large shocks some place handy to 
where he is going to feed it out. He 
puts as much as 4 or 5 of the Held 
shocks, if they are medium sixc. into 
one of these large shocks, then h.' 
s. ts corn fodder H or 10 inches Ihi. -t 
all around the shock and ties il 
loosely with baling wire. After this 
he puts a cone-shaped top on the 
shock by sticking the hut* of corn 
stalks under the wire band in such 
a way that the tops of the stalks 
meet above and form a complete 
cover fnr the tops of the cane, keep- 
ing out all water and keeping the 
birds from the cane seed. 

Of course this must be done w hen 
the shocks are well dried out after 
a ram Your sorghum will then 
keep in the tiest of condition till hot 
weather the next season. You don't 
have to drag around through the 
muddy llelds in the winter which is 
injurious to rye. winter oals, or 
wheal that you should always have 
growing, ami which often starts gul- 
leys on the hill.

COWPEAS TOR TABLE USE. 

The cowpea is a member of a large 
botanical family known as the Le- 



gumiuosae, whose fruil or sei-ded 
pods are called legumes. II is said 
to lie native to Africa, and early in 
Hie eighteenth century was intro- 
duced Into the United Stales by way 
of the West Indies. (Jradually it 
spread northward and late in the 
century we have record of its culti- 
vation as an experimental crop on 
(teorge Washington's farm in Vir- 
ginia. He-cause tf the great length 
of lime il requires lo reach maturi- 
ty, it ran not he raised to mature its 
seed 111 the Northern States. In the 
South, however, it is cultivated ex- 
tensively as a forage crop, for fod- 
der, and also for human food. A 
large number of varieties with 
M i lls o| many shapes, sizes and col- 
ors have been identified and named 

The cowpea is distinguished 
among Hie legumes for the peculiar- 
ly delicate and pleasing tlavor of 
many varieties. It seems strange, 
therefore, that, though generally 
and favorably known as a staple 
food in the Southern Stales, it has 
not come into more general use In 
lb.' dietary of the 1 nited Stales as 
.1 whole Its failure to do so is prob- 
ably attributed to the fact that no 
great effort has been made to create 
a general market for it. It is well 
worth very greatly extended use, as 
it is a wholesome, nutritious food- 
stuff from which a variety of pal- 
a'.able as well as economical dishes 
ran be made. 

Ow-peas are used on the table in 
three forms: In the pod, shelled 
green, and shelled dried. In these 
three forms they correspond, re-

fuel value. Kven in its unripe, form, 
therefore, the cowpea gives promise 
of those qualities which have led to 
its classification and use as a meat 
substitute.

In order lo do well the horse must 
he kept warm In c.m.I weather give 
him a light blanket, and in rold 
weather, an eitra warm blanket. 

Never put a horse up duty or 
muddy for I lie night At least brush 
his legs and belly, and straighten hit 
hair. To prevent scratches, dry the 
horses fetlocks and heels when he 
comes in. especially in winter, and 
rub on a little glycerine or vaseline 
before he goes out In snow or mud 

In old rains do not lie up the 
horse s tad.
